Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 32-39 are allowed and renumbered as 1-8. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art discloses multicode systems in CDMA/TDMA/FDMA and selecting a 
second scrambling code for the transmission of data. The prior art discloses multi card 
slot systems that indentify a data channel for use of the card depending on the slot the 
card is occupying. The prior art fails to disclose that the second scrambling code is 
selected based upon the offset period that the access request comes in from.
